DEAR FRIEND: 


There is a dangerous precedent being attempted in the City of Berkeley. An outspoken, 
agressive young lawyer has been marked for recall as a member of the City Council. 

He is Black and he is radical. Some people don't like his policies; some people don't 
like his manner. He's abrasive and he's change-oriented. So he's a great target for 
those who don't want change and for those who like their politics more polite and their 
minorities more meek and malleable. 


D'Army Bailey is not being threatened with recall because of malfeasance in office, 
because of corruption or because of chicanery. The fight against him is being waged 
because of personality and politics and that sets a very dangerous precedent. 


WHO WILL BE NEXT? It could be the white conservative on a legislative body dominated by 
radical ethnic and racial minorities. It could be the one woman--a feminist--on an 
all-male Board of Education. It could be the Senior Citizen persistently articulating 
the needs of the aged on a youth oriented Planning Commission. IT COULD BE ANYONE WHO 
SPEAKS OUT ON ANY ISSUE. 


It is not necessary for you to love D'Army Bailey to oppose the recall; it is only 
necessary that you cherish the right to dissent, the right to express an unpopular opinion. 
It is not necessary for you to agree with D'Army Bailey's philosophy for you to oppose the 
recall; it is only necessary that you recognize what a successful recall will do to dampen 
the honesty of political debate and the Willingness to work within the system to accomplish 
change. 


Those of us who have signed this letter, and the many others who are working against the 
recall, are men and women from different political parties, of different races and ethnic 
origins, of different economic levels and age groups. We have committed ourselves to 
challenge this recall because we are deeply concerned with the implications of the 
frivolous use of the recall procedure on the political process. 


D'Army Bailey was elected by the citizens of Berkeley in April of 1971; his record will be 
reviewed and evaluated by his constituents if he chooses to run for reelection in 1975. 


We believe that no vaild case has been made for recall and there is the real Drospect that 


a successful recall would set a dangerous precedent. We need your help in planning and 
implementing a strategy for defeating the recall. We need your money and your talents. 


If you have the foresight to look beyond the petulant statements of the recall proponents,
